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"Distance  Education"  Expands  the 
Possibilities  for  Rural  Districts 

The  problem  of  small  teaching  staff  or  limited  course 
offerings  in  small,  rural  or  isolated  districts  can  be  alleviated 
through  distance  education,  a  form  of  instruction  that  is 
explored  in  a  paper  by  Computer  Education  Specialist  Ann 
Batey,  of  the  Northwest  Regional  Educational  Laboratory 
(NWREL),  and  Educational  Consultant  Richard  N.  Cowell. 

Distance  education  is  instruction  that  takes  place  when 
the  teacher  and  student  cannot  meet  face-to-face.  It  can  in- 
volve a  simple  correspondence  course  or-more  frequcntly-a 
sophisticated  technological  medium  such  as  electronic  mail, 
audiographic  teleconferencing,  slow-scan  TV,  or  satellite 
transmission. 

Distance  Education:  An  Overview  contains  a  description 
of  several  programs  that  have  greatly  expanded  the  "reach"  of 
rural  education  and  an  appendix  with  useful  contact  infor- 
mation.
